These two are moderately intel-
ligible in their policles and leader-
ship. The rest, even as described by
the Times, geem to constitute a dim,
chaotic shadow-land of polities, with
subdivisions of membership and
shades of opinion and {nflusnee that
mean nothing to an outsider.

'The 54 roports
also cover 4,750 cases of Influenza
in those not \;u‘ril'lltwi; 1,508 were
mild, 1,148 severe and were
138 deaths,

Of the 94 physicinns, 485 comment
favorably on the use of the vaceine,
sspocinlly In preventing the graver
complications; some are quite enthu-
slastic and 49 make no comment,

The report from the Bremerton
navy yard, using the same vacolne,
Is as follows Number inocutated
4.212, of this number 144, contract-
ed Influenza, 112 of whom the on-
st bogan bofore the (noculation |
wng completed. There were no
deaths. There were 5,456 who were
not  vaecinated. There occurred
1,409 cames of Influenan In  this
group, 56 of whom dled.
